THE PRINT COLLECTION OF 
MR. FREDERIC R. HALSEY. 


For more than thirty years Mr. Frederic R. Halsey of New 
York has been recognized on both sides of the Atlantic as one 
of the world’s greatest collectors of prints, and he is the last 
of that famous group of amateurs which embraced Firmin 
_ Didot, the brothers Goncourt, Dutuit, Valentin, Gerbeau, and 
others whose collections were regarded as among the finest in 
existence. Mr. Halsey began to collect his gravures of the 
Highteenth Century at the time when~Dutuit collected his 
masters of the Sixteenth, and when Clement sold his examples 
of Watteau ; and in addition to his private purchases from the 
portfolios of the most prominent printsellers of the world, he 
was a liberal buyer at the great auction sales in Europe and 
at the American sales of the Carson, Holden, Manson, Hol- 
lister, Latta, McKee, and other great collections, availing him- 
self of every opportunity to acquire rare prints in fine con- 
dition. 

And now the Halsey Collection, as famous in Europe as in 
America, comprising more than 10,000 pieces, many of which 
sre unique and hundreds of which are so rare as to be almost 
unknown to collectors, is to be offered at unrestricted public 
sale. It will be the largest and most important sale of prints 
ever held in the United States. 

The Collection may be divided as follows: Americana, in- 
eluding Naval Prints and Views of New York City; Sporting 
Prints; French Engravings of the Highteenth Century; 
Napoleana, Engravings of the French Revolution, and Lith- 
ographs; English Highteenth Century Prints; Etchings by 
Old and Modern Masters; and English, French, and German 
Portraits of the Seventeenth, Eighteenth, and Nineteenth 
Centuries. Each of these divisions contains hundreds of rari- 
ties in the finest possible condition, with a large proportion 
of proofs before all letters. 

Among the English artists in mezzotint represented in the 
Halsey Collection are Samuel Cousins, John Dickson, William 
Dickinson, Richard Earlom, Edward Fisher, Valentine 


Green, Richard Houston, John Jones, James MacArdell, John 
Raphael Smith, William Ward, and Thomas Watson. Among 
the famous engravers in stipple are Francesco Bartolozzi, 
Thomas Burke, Thomas Cheesman, Thomas Gaugain, Charles 
Knight, Henry Meyer, Luigi Schiavonetti, and Caroline Wat- 
son. Among the great French artists are Baudouin, Boilly, 
Bonnet, Boucher, Debucourt, Eisen, Fragonard, Freuden- 
berger, Huet, and many others of the highest reputation. In 
catalogues now in preparation attention will be called to the 
finest examples of their work. 


The Americana, which are to be sold first, form a very 
important part of this magnificent collection. It consists of 
portraits of historical characters, Naval Prints, New York 
City Views, Caricatures, American Views generally, and other 
valuable material. 

Among the Portraits are John Adams by Savage and 
Samuel Adams by Graham and by Okey, the rarity of which 
is well known; and beautiful impressions of the scarce Jona- 
than Belcher by Faber, and the Berthier by Alix in colors, as 
well as a fine example of the Caner by Pelham, the first state 
of the Arthur Dobbs by MacArdell, and a proof before all 
inscriptions of the Thomas Paine by James Watson after Peale, 
hitherto unrecorded. 

The mezzotints of Gates by Tiebout, of Lord George 
Germain by MacArdell (proof before all inscription), of 
Nathanael Greene by Val. Green, of Hancock by Copley- 
Smith, 1775, the Shirley by MacArdell in an early and unde- 
scribed proof, Admiral Vernon by Jones, and the first state 
of the Truxton by Tiebout are of the highest importance. 

Ranking with these are the Hartley by Walker, in the first 
state; Main’s Bishop Hobart, folio, of which there is no pre- 
vious record; Lord Howe by Watson, proof before all letters; 
the Fraser by Watson, first state, and a beautiful print of the 
Burial of Fraser, in colors. , 

One of the most interesting items is The Capture of André, 
a small mezzotint by Freeman, 1812. Arnold appears in sev- 
eral early English mezzotints, and there is an excellent choice 
of Burgoyne, Cornwallis, D’Estaing, De Grasse, Hopkins, and 
many other celebrities. 

Amherst after Reynolds by Watson, a proof before all let- 
ters; Maverick’s engraving of Jackson; Tiebout’s Jay and Jef- 
ferson; Spooner’s engraving of Sir William Johnson; the 


Lord Loudon of Faber; Monckton by MacArdell in an unde- 
scribed state; the portraits of Robert Rogers, and a unique 
early American mezzotint of Charles Lee and various foreign 
prints of him are rarities that will appeal to all collectors. 

Lord Percy of the Revolution, represented by the first state 
of the Val. Green, and Green’s Phillips and Parker, the latter 
in colors; Pinckney by Akin and Harrison, 1799, and by Tie- 
bout in an undescribed early state; a unique early mezzotint 
of Putnam; a beautiful etched open letter proof of the Hull 
by Stuart-Freeman; the rare mezzotints of the Indian Kings; 
Pownall by Earlom, a proof of the first state and a unique 
proof before all letters, and Peale’s William Pitt, one of the 
scarcest and most important examples of early American 
engraving, would adorn the finest collections. 

Among the unusual Franklin mezzotints are the Chamber- 
lin-Fisher, the Cochin-Humphrey, the Jehner, the Negges, the 
Rugendas, the Will with the square table, the Peale, the 
Wilson-MacArdell, the Filleul-Cathelin proof before all let- 
ters, the Janinet and Vanloo-Alix in colors, and the excessively 
rare small quarto, ‘‘Dr Franklin, Sold by W. Humphrey.”’ 
The many rare portraits of John Paul Jones include the 
Moreau le Jeune (proof before all letters), the Notte-Will, 
and a beautiful proof before all letters of the engraving by 


_Brookshaw. Lafayette appears in Debucourt-Le Mire before 


title, a Bance folio in colors, and, among many others, is a 
very scarce mezzotint by Young. 

The collection of Washington portraits is large and exceed- 
ingly interesting. The attention of discriminating collectors 
is called particularly to the following: The Peale, 1787, oval 
mezzotint; the beautiful Val. Green after Peale; the Chevillet 
in its early state, and the Carington Bowles. Among the 
Trumbulls are the whole length engraved by Val. Green, 
beautifully colored, the excessively scarce small bust by him, 
and the first state of the Cheesman. Stuart is represented, 
among several others, by the Atkins & Nightingale, printed 
in colors, and an undescribed state of the 1801 Savage. The 
Wright type engraved by Evans, which is printed in colors; 
the Savage portrait, an early impression of the 1793 folio, 
and his Washington Family in an undescribed proof state, are 
exceedingly rare. 

The Naval Prints are of very great importance. The 
Chesapeake and Shannon by Jukes, the Schetky-Haghe set 


colored, the Constitution and Guerriere by Pocock, the Havell 
set of four in proof state, the little-known Mediator Off 
Ferroll, the Hewitt-Havell Attack and Storming of Oswego, 
Kneass’ ‘‘Sprigs of Laurel,’’ the Endymion and President by 
Richards, in colors, and the probably unique ‘‘ American 
Navall Victories’? by Tiebout are only a few of the most 
desirable. 

The Collection of New York Views, while not large, includes 
many scarce and choice items, like the first state of the 
Visscher Restitutio with the Carolus Allardt imprint; the first 
issue of the Howdell-Canot pair; the Robertson-Jukes ‘‘New 
York from Hobuck’’ in original colors; the Birch-Seymour 
‘*Pienic Party’’; the Wall-Hill pair of 1823 in the first issue, 
colored; the very artistic and attractive Garneray-Himeley 
‘*Prise de Weahawk’’; the Catherwood-Papprill, 1846; the 
corner of Broadway and Canal Street, colored; the First 
Division N. Y. 8. A., colored, and the Klinckowstrom Atlas, 
complete. 

Among the American Views are many of great rarity and 
of historical interest and importance, and a large proportion 
of them are in colors. The finest collection of early mezzotint 
caricatures of the American Revolution that has ever been 
offered at public sale includes ‘‘A Political Lesson,’’ ‘‘A New 
Method of Macarony Making,’’ ‘‘Bostonians Paying the Ex- 
cise-Man,’’ ‘‘Bostonians in Distress,’’ ‘‘Patriotick Barber of 
New York,’’ ‘‘Alternative of Williams-Burgh,’’ and ‘‘The 
Society of Patriotic Ladies.’’ 

Particular attention is called to the unusually fine condition 
of Mr. Halsey’s prints and to the large proportion of proofs 
before all letters, and other early states. Where the descrip- 
tion ‘‘printed in colors’’ appears in the catalogue, the state- 
ment may be accepted without any question, and great care 
has been taken not to exaggerate descriptions of merit. The 
Catalogue was written by Mr. Robert Fridenberg.
